doe commonly ordeyne, and this deuice 
of odneſſe,notwithitanding that by rea- 
ſon ofdiſtintion of famelics of that ſtock 
deriued,the ſame nomber was not alwayes 
obſerued,yet did(1 fay,)this deuice of od=

The Florentines for the moſt parte, as all 
men doe aftirme with whom they.doe c9- 
tinually tratrcrxe,are ſuch as will make but 
{mall accomptof their confctences : they 
will outwardly pretend religion, meaning 
nothing letle:they doc cnuy,diſdayne,and 


\ mortally hate all ſuch as eyther in ver= 


tue,nobilitic,or any other good quahitie} 
doe excced them, but moſt eſpecially, all 
thoſe to whom in anye reſpett'they are 
bounde or betioldyng , notmithſtandyng 
that in outward apparence they will ſeme 
affable varoall men .

ſ1des all theſe, they are alſo more perticu- 
lerly noted of a certayne prodigalitic of 
other mens goods , which without all rea- 
ſon they gue vnto vaworthy parſons and 
ſuchas are of no calling : In moſt filthy 
and beaſtly whordomes and lechery they 
doe excell: Depe diſsimulatipn is naturale 
ly rootcd in them: and in the execution
